Is the louucil a Hoard ol Trustees ? 

Tho new school system would seom to 
encounter a fresh snag at every tarn, Tlie 
Superintendent of Education address- 
ed a commanioation to tho Mayorand 
Council of Victoria, reminding tbcm of 
thoir fanotions and duties as District 
School TraateeB under tho now Act. 
Hia Worship took the petition that tbe 
law oraaiicg the Mayor and Council a 
local School Board, having boen repealed 
and the new Act mailing no provi-ion 
for tho coutiouunoo of that body, their 
owora and i auctions ua a School Board 
died with tho old Act, Although a 
first glance at tho facts might lead one 
to conc'ade thufc tho position taken by 
tbe Mayor is correct, yet wo vui'.uro 
to think differently. In tho old School 
Act, section V, tho Municipal Council 
ol Victoria and tho Municipal Council 
of Hew WtBtmiiiBier were constituted 
'Local Boards,' to havo and exercise 
all tbe powcrB Tested in Local Boards, 
without any special elections or meet- 
ings for that purposo, Turnfng to 
the new Act, it ia provided iu section V 
that 'All School Districts existing ni 
tho time this Act shall como intooperu- 
tion shall contitiuo until altered i\s bereia 
after provided ; ' and soolion X reads 
as iolloWB : — 'The School Trustees in 
any District existing at tho time this 
Act shall como into forco ahull continue 
to hold office until tbo annual election 
of Trustees in 1873, and no longer uu- 
less re-eleoied.' This appears to be 
tho whole case ; and tho reader will 
percolvo that the tmplojmont ot dif- 
ferent words to designuio tho same body 
constitutes tho solo ground of doubt. 
The Term k ourd' ia employed in the 
old act ; tbe term, Trustees, in thenew. 
InaBmnou as the loiter term was 
wholly unknown to tho old Ao'. 
and, consequently, no "School Trustees" ex- 
isted under that designation at the lime sectiou 
X of the r.ew Act was trained, it is clenr that 
the "Boards" o( the old Act could hIodb have 
been intended. Id reading lb ia Motion, any 
apparent ambiguity in tbe language employed 
should bo construed in tbe light of the spirit 
and intuition of tbe Act; and in this imtance 
there IB, happily, no room tor question as to 
the spirit and intuition. A word or two ictro 
ducod into the section in question would have 
prevented all misunderstanding ; but the ut- 
most forensic prescience has been found In- 
adequate to avert all such misunderstandings 
in training Acts nf Parliament. That tbo 
Mayor has been actuated by no factiouaor un- 
worthy spirit in assuming tho position bo has, 
' all who know him will readily admit ; a,ud (but 
there is much show of reason on his side we 
are willing to admit; but, at the same lime, 
we would seek to impress upon the attention 
Of tbe Mayor and Council the lerioua conse- 
qntnees of delay in selling the new educa- 
tional machinery m motion. Victoria Is left 
wholly destitute of a public school; and she 
must continue without ono until next year, 
although tbe new Act mnkea ample provision 
for that purpose, unless the NUyor and Coun- 
cil meantime discharge the functions of School 
Trurtees. We entertain no doubt whatever 
that if Hia Worship seeks instruction from the 
proper source, all doubta will be removed; and 
no time should bo lost in doing this. At best 
n«ar!y one-hai; of this year's appropriations 
and The advantagea offered under the new Act 
must now be lost; and we feel assured that 
those upon whom iho first step devolves are 
only waiting in order to be assured of their 
powers.
